State Interested in Tariff. 

No one believes in actual free trade now- 
adays.“ continued the big chairman, between 
conversations over the long distance telc- 
phone, with which he was stirring up the 

‘faithful in distant parts of the state. Peo- 
ple don't believe in free trade, if for no other 
reason than because the tariff is the easiest 
way of raising revenue, and the taxation is 

upit less than by any other system. 

“Most people now admit that Gen. Han- 
cock was right when he said the tariff is a 
local issue. He was laughed at then, but it 
is a local issue. New England wants cheap 
coal for its factories, cheap cattle for food, 
cheap lumber for homes. Other sections 
probably want other things, and a tariff 
which is good for one part of the country 
may be bad for another part. We ought to 
be able, however, to adjust reciprocity so as 
to benefit all sections to some extent and not- 
materially injure any great local industries. 


Connecticut Full of Investors. 


“ Connecticut,” continued this enthusiastic 
advocate of reciprocity, is a peculiar state 
feam à political standpoint: In proportion 
to its population it has the largest num- 
dier of people who are holding for invest- 
ment stocks, bonds, mortgages, and other 
tangible securities. It ie this remarkable 
> thriftiness which has built up our great in- 
| surance companies, and which has put Con- 
> necticut capital into enterprises all over the 
country. Our people save their money and 
they like to get a return for it; so that 
among all classes there is a spirit of in- 
vestment in securities which is not always 
discovered in other sections of the country. 
It was for this reason,“ continued Mr. 
Walsh, “that the nomination of Bryan on 
the platform of 1806 created such a revolt 
among the democrats of Connecticut. They 
were persuaded by the republican agitators 
that the triumph of Bryan would mean rap- 
idly diminishing values of all securities, and 
the ultimate payment of all debts owed to 
our thrifty Connecticut people in a debased 
and diminishing dollar.

State Surprised by Unexpected 


Request for Change of 
Venue Charges Bad 
Faith. 


Levy Mayer, as Witness, Makes 
Sharp Retorts, Defending 
His Affidavits of 


Prejudice.

Aided by every legal device their array 
of lawyers could devise, Will J. Davis, 
Thomas J. Noonan, and James E. Curhmings 
fought yesterday to have their trial for 
manslaughter in the Iroquois theater hor- 
ror transferred to some town outside Cook 
county.

Barnes and Crowe fought to prevent delay 
and the renſbval of the case to some distant 
county. 

When night ended the bitter legal argu- 
ment little progress had been made. The 
hearing will be resumed in Judge Kersten's 

t this morning. 


Clash of Lawyers. 

From beginning to end the hearing was 4 
clash of legal acumen, interspersed with 
sarcasm and bitter invective. When the 
president, bueiness manager, and stage car- 
penter of the Iroquois entered the courtroom 
at 10 o’clock they found the room crowded. 
The crowd had come especially to hear again 
the story of the catastrophe in which nearly 
600 lives were lost. They remained to hear 
the lawyers wrangle, and found in the argu- 
ment so much amusement that the bailiff 
had hard work keeping order. 


Surprise for the State. 

The defense had planned to surprise the 
state and secure a change of ‘venue before 
the prosecutors could prevent it. A half 
hour before the case was called the attorneys 
for the defense had served notice on Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Barnes that they in- 
tended to seek a change of venue to some 
other county for Noonan and Cummings. 

Attorney Levy Mayer made the announce- 
ment. The attorney's office had had 
no intimation before that time that Mr. 


| Mayer had been retained in the case. Neith- 


er was it known’ that Attorneys Moran, 
Austrian & Rosenthal had been engaged as 
associate counsel. 

Mr. Mayer explained that he would ask for 
a change of venue on the ground that a fair 
end impartial hearing could not be obtained 
for the two 


formed that Attorney Hynes was willing 
to waive the right to a hearing elsewhere. 


Barnes Calls It Conspiracy. 

“This looks like a conspiracy,’’ comment- 
ed Attorney Barnes. “If it is true that the 
public mind is so inflamed that the defend- 
ants would be unable to get justice in this 
county, it must have been known to counsel 
for the defendants long ago. Why is it that 
counse] has delayed until the moment of 
going to trial before serving notice on me 
that this change of venue would be asked? 
The state has gone to great trouble and ex- 
pense to prepare for this hearing.“ 

Attorney Mayer retorted that it was only 
during the early evening of the day preced- 
ing that the defendants had come to realize 
how strong the popular feeling was against 
them, due, he stated, to the fact that the 
Iroquois theater had just been reopened and 
“inflammatory” articles had been written 
in the newspapers. | 

“TI challenge you to be sworn-Mr. Mayer, 
and tell me under oath how long ago it was 
that you first began planning to present this 
petition for a change venue,” said the 
assistant state's attorney. 

Mr. Mayer sprang to his feet. 

“I accept your challenge,” he declared. 


Attorney Cross Examined. 


Then began the cross examination of one 
attorney by the other—so strange a pro- 
ceeding that half the crowd in the rear of 
the courtroom left the benches and stood 
packed against the railing of the court in- 
closure that they might not miss a syllable. 

Figuring prominently in the questioning 
were 150 affidavits of persons who, counsel 
for the defense stated, have been residents 
of Chicago. The affidavits stated that the 
signers were prejudiced against the de- 
fendants. All had been obtained the night 
before, said Attorney Mayer. 

In part the dialogue proceeded as follows: 

Didn't you arrange with your brother, 
who was a member of the firm of Schlesinger 
& Mayer,” asked Mr. Barnes, “ that all the 


clerks once employed by him and now work-: 


ing for Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. should re- 
main in the store after hours last night so 
that you could get theni\to sign those affi- 
davits?“ 

‘“‘Rascally and Untrue, Says Mayer. 

“Your statement is rascally, dishonest, 
untrue, and false,“ retorted Mr. Mayer. 

“Will you let me see the names of the 
persons who have signed those affidavits?” 
insisted the state's lawyer. 

1 will not, except the one we have in- 
troduced in evidence. That man is a tailor 
and lives on Kinzie street. His name is 
Skudder.”’ 

How were the affidavits secured? 

J don’t know, except that a brother of 
Assistant State's Attorney Frank Crowe se- 
cured twenty-seven affidavits and reported 
to Attorney Sprogle that Mr. Crowe had re- 
fused to allow him to turn them over to us. 


Questions Sprogle's Veracity. 

At this point Assistant State's Attorney 
Crowe interrupted: — 

„It Attorney Sprogle said that, I wish to 
remark that he is guilty of a deliberate faise- 
hood. I won't say anything more because 
I'm in court, but I will have something to add 
when I gét outside. This isn’t the first time 
I've been misrepresented.” 

Although the affidavits when condensed 
attempts to establish the one main fact— 
that through prejudice of the inhabitants 
of the county of Cook a fair trial could not 
be secured, the papers contained thousands 
of words. 

Attorney Barnes fought against the intro- 
‘auction of newspaper files composed of five 
volumes and 2,800 copies. These publica- 
tions contained accounts.of almost every 
move made since the burning of the Iroquois 
théater, Dec. 80, 1003. It was maintained by 
Attorney Mayer that many of the articies 
had incited prejudice against the defendants 
and he held that the articles should be read 
to the court. 

The court was informed by Mr. Mayer that

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BIG GIFT TO LIBRARY. 


Chicago Public Institution Prof- 
its from Kelly Estate. 


MAY GET $300,000 SOON. 


Is Residuary Legatee of Man Who 
Died Fifteen Years Ago. 


The Chicago public library will receive 
$300,000, it is estimated, as residuary legatee 
of the estate of Hiram Kelly, who died fif- 
teen years ago. The news 
yesterday in discussing the bequésts of Mr. 
Kelly’s widow, Mrs. Elizabeth G. Kelly, who 
died last week. 

The public library’s legacy, which is by 
far the largest gift the institution ever has 
received, will be available with the final 
settlement of Hiram Kelly’s estate, follow- 
ing the death of the widow. 

Mrs. Kelly, herself, bequeathed from her 
share of her husband's estate more than 
$250,000 to public and charitable institutions. 
The largest legacy, $150,000, went to the 
University of Chicago. 

Gets Half of Vast Estate. 

When Hiram Kelly died he left an estate 
estimated at between $700,000 and $800,000. 
One-half of this was devised to Mrs. Kelly. 
The remainder, after the payment of $88,000 
in various bequests, was left to the public 
library.as residuary legatee. Mrs. Kelly, 
however, received in accordance with the 
terms of the will the income on the property 
during her life. 

Byron L. Smith, who was Mrs. Kelly's 
ettorney, said last night that he could 
not definitely state the amount the library 
is to receive. 

„It is cohtingent on the sale of real es- 
tate, he said. It will be a large sum, 
however. The library received $20,000 on 
Mr. Kelly's death, and the remainder as 
residuary legatee after other bequests had 
been made.” * 

„The library was to receive one-half of 
the estate of Mr. Kelly, after the payment of 
other legacles, said a member of the Kelly 
family. “I do not know what the amount 
will be, but it will be more than the library 
expected. 

Hud's Estimate Is $300,000. 

Librarian Hild said that in his belief the 
brary would receive not less than $300,000. 

William B. Wickersham, secretary of the 
ubrary board, also estimated the amount of 
the legacy would be around $300,000. 

“When Mr. Kelly dieck he said, “ one- 
half of the estate, which was valued at close 
to $700,000, was left to the widow. Then, 
after $88,000 had been paid out of the re- 
mainder to certain persons, the rest was left 
to the library, to be held intact until the 
death of Mrs. Kelly. Then provision was 
made for converting the estate into cash and 
the payment of several legacies. 

“ After all of these legacies have been 
paid, the remainder, according to Mr. Kelly's 
will, will go to the library. As the estate 
has increased rather than decreased in value, 


me public | 


I belleve that the library will receive nearly 
$300,000. The money will bring 4 considera- 


ble income, which will be devoted to the 
best possible uses in extending the benefits 
of the institution.” 

Mr. Wickersham added that the library 
board would take no official action until it 
had been notified of the legacy. The board 
will hold a regular meeting a week from 
Monday, and it is probable that the subject 
then will be officially discussed. 


Public Will Reap Benefit. 

Ce_r C. H. Fyffe, another member of the 
board, said that Chicago people soon would 
be reaping the benefit of the Kelly bequest. 

“It cannot be said what the board will 
do with the endowment until it has discussed 
it officially,” said he, but it is probable the 
interest will be devoted to extending the de- 
livery stations and improving those now in 
use. There are sixteen of them in the city. 
These are inadequate for growing needs. 


ENGLAND GIVES YALE $40,000. 


British Government Unable to Get Mis- 
sionaries to Take Indemnity for 
Murder of Workers in China. 


New Haven, Conn., Sept. 28.—[Special. }— 
Yale university has received $40,000 from the 
British government for the Yale foreign mis- 
sion college in China. The money was paid 
by China for the murder of two English mis- 
sionaries two years ago. 

The society to which the murdered mis- 
sionaries belonged refused to accept a cash 
gift as payment for the murder. 

The British government declined to use the 
money for government purposes, but offered 
it to a number of English missionary socie- 
ties, all of whom deciined it.

POTTER HITS DIVORCE 


Episcopal Bishop Sees in It Re 
lapse to Practical Barbarism. 


URGES ‘CLERGY TO ACT. 


Tells Diocesan Convention Work Must 
‘Start in Sunday School. 


New York, Sept. 28.—[Special.]—Bishop 
Henry C. Potter in his report to the diocesan 
convention of the Episcopal church, which 
convened in this city today, attacked divorce 
in vigorous terms, declaring that unless the 
church set itself against the spread of the 
evil society would relapse into a state of 
practical barbarism.” 

He urged the clergy to set itself against 
divorce, which he characterized as godless 
license which flings aside the most sacred 
vows because of vexatious uncongeniality.” 

Bishop Potter presided at the convention, 
which held its opening session in the hall ad- 
joining the Cathedral of St. John the Divine. 


Church Not Agreed on Matter. 

At the communion service in the crypt of 
the partially erected edifice the archbishop of 
Canterbury officiated and offered a prayer for 
the return to health of Lady Curzon. Bishop 
Potter in his discussion of divorce said in 
part: 

“It would be the gravest untruth to say 
that the church in the United States is wholly 
agreed in its attitude toward divorce, or that 
we may not see in the approaching general 
convention such a wide divergence as to the 
form of canonical enactment in reference to 
divorce that it may delay if it does not defeat 
what some among us want. 

“But this ie certain: that this church, 
whose children we are, recognizes, as many 
Christians of other names do not, that the 
family is the foundation of society; that 
unless the church shall safeguard its well 
being and what Kossuth calls its solidarity,’ 
we shall relapse into practical barbarism.” 


Should Begin Work in Sunday School. 

Adéressing himself to the clergy he said:

The newspapers editorially complain about 
Gen. Nogt’s failure to capture the fortress. 
One paper says: 

“*We would like to send to the august 
general a sharp sword which hangs in our 
office.’ 

“ This remark is a covert invitation to Gen. 
Nogi to commit hara kari, which in Japan is 
the logical result of failing in such a task. 

May Last Three Months. 

“In view of the failure of the last terrific 
assault the opinion is now expressed that 
the fortress may hold out three months 
longer. 

“ Reinforcements, variously estimated to 
number from 10,000 to 12,000 infantry, and 
some siege guns have been sent Gen. Nogi 
this week. 

“Invalided besiegers who have arrived 
home say the Russians are defending Port 
Arthur almost frantically. Every cone 
able device ls adopted to repel assaults, even 
to throwing red pepper during fighting in 
close quarters. 

“ The stories of terrible havoc wrought by 
the land mines they say are not exagger 
ated. The Russians plant fresh mines at 
night.

Blown Up by Mines. 

Chinese say that ‘the most severe attacks 
‘were made on the supplementary forts of the 
Its and Anshu mountain forts. The Rus- 
isians hed undermined the ground, and sev- 
‘eral hundred Japanese were blown up on 
Sept. 28. Reports received from the Mijaotao 
islands mention a terrific report which shook 
the houses there on that date. 

The Russian ships, it is reported, took no 
part in the battle. From thirty to fifty shells 
fell daily in the Chinese new town. One 
shell tore the rudder from a torpedo boat 
destroyer. 

The Russians are now building a new fort 
on Llaoti promontory, bearing on the island 
side. Its construction indicates that five 
large guns will form the nucleus of the bat- 
tery. 


OUTPOSTS ARE FIGHTING. 
IBT ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 28.—A dispatch 
fecelved from Gen. Kouropatkin, dated yes- | 
terday afternoon, announces that numerous 
skirmishes have occurred along most parts 
of the Russian front.

Mukden Claims Recent Raids

RAIDS ARE MADE DAILY. 


Oyama Said to Be Moving Only 
a Small Force Up the 
| Taltze River. 


MUKDEN, Sept. Many skirmishes 
and reconnolssances are reported to head- 
quarters here, but except for these quiet still 
prevails. In the fighting that has been tak- 
ing place the Russian scouts have almost in- 
variably shown superior to the Japanese, 
both in riding and fighting. | 

The Japanese movement up the Taitse 
river appears to be by a°comparatively small 
force. 

Raiding parties from the Russian army 
bring in many p rs. : 

Beautiful autumn weather continues. 

Reinforcements are arriving rapidly. More 
than 1,000 convalescents have returned to 


The railway is in good working condition. 
Officers are distributing the reserveof stores 
that were brought up from Lacoyang, asade- 
quate supplies are now coming in from the 


north. 
Fighting Near Inpu. 

Details of the fighting near Inpu, between 
Bntsiaputze and tne railroad, on Sept. 26, 
show that Gen. Mistchenko's scouts, accom- 
panied by a battery of artillery, attacked — 
Japanese position where there were a bat- 
tery of artillery, two squadrons of cavalry, 
and two companies of infantry. The Japa- 
nese were shelled out of their position on 
a hill and suffered heavy loss. As they re- 
tired the Ruselans occupied the hill until 
nightfall, when they, too, retired under cover 
of darkness, having lost only three men. 


Notable Raid by Cossacks. 

The march of Gen. Rennenkampf's Cos- 
sacks around the Japanese right flank, which 
was mentioned in these dispatches on Sept. 
26, was a remarkable performance. Accom- 
panied by a battery of artillery, the Cos- 
sacks covered eighty miles in fifty-two hours. 
They struck the enemy north of Bentsia- 
putze on Sept. 19 and thence continued south, 
circling the Japanese right flank and com- 
ing unexpectedly on the Japanese line of com- 
munica tlens near Bensthu, on the bank of 
the Taitze river, Sept. 22, inflicted consid- 
erable damage. 

The Japanese were thrown into great con- 
fusion, but retired with a loss of only two 


killed, 

From the Jap Camps. 
Dr. Matveleff, who was captured by the 
Japanese at Liaoyang, says that the Jap- 
anese are suffering severely from dysentery 
and that théy begged his assistance in com- 
beating the disease. 
Japanese officers of the staff are excel- 
lent linguists and many of them speak Eng- 
lish and German, as well as some Russian. 
The Japanese army is ving almost entirely 
on rice and preserved foods, but it is com- 
fortably equipped, many officers having even 
arm chairs among their baggage. The prin- 
cipal Japanese fear is for forage for their 
horses, for during the winter the country 
is swept cfean for seven miles on each side 
of the railway and the inhabitants are re- 
luctant to sell anything. 


PORTRAITS OF CZAR AT FAIR © 
TORN DOWN AND TRAMPLED. 


Unknown Persons Enter Russian Ex- 
hibit and Tear Pictures from Hang- 
ings in Industries Palace. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 28.—When the Russian 
exhibit in the varied industries building at 
the world’s fair was opened today it was 
discovered that several valuable oil paint- 
ings of Emperor Nicholas had been torn from 
the wall and mutilated by some unidentified 
person or persons. 

Another portrait of the emperor, a hand- 
some and valuable panel done in colored 
silk, has been torn from its support and 
subjected to the greatest indignity. The 
oil paintings were torn, and there were marks 
showing that the features of the emperor 
has been stamped upon. 

The vandalism was reported at once to 
the exposition authorities and an investiga- 
tion ordered. Both Jefferson guards and 
members of the world’s fair detective force 
have been assigned to the case. 

The officials in charge of the exhibit have 
engaged private detectives, and every effort 
is being made by both the exhibiters and the 
world’s fair authorities to discover the guilty 
person or persons. 


DUKE TO. VISIT TuE ARCTIC. 


Orleans Seeks to Engage Use of the 
Fram, in Which Nansen Went 
Farthest North. 


CHRISTIANIA, Norway, Sept. 28.—The 
duke of Orleans has asked permission of the 
government to hire the arctic steamer Fram, 
in which Dr. Nansen made his voyage to 
the arctic regions, for the purpose of making 
an arctic expedition in 1905. It is under- 
stood that the admiralty will require that 
Capt. Otto Sverdrup, the former commander 
of the Fram, shall command the vessel if 
the government agrees to the proposition.

Gov. Bates Writes a Letter to the State 
Department Making Due Amends 
for Arrest and Fining of Third Sec- 
retary of English Legation—Intima- 
tion Said to Be Made That Official 
Whe Violated Massachusetts Law 
Should Be Disciplined.

It is understood that while not asking di- 
rectly for Gurney's recall, the governor di 
rects attention to the latter’s behavior, and 
intimates diplomatically that his recall to 
England would be desirable as an amend to 
the digrrity of Massachusetts law. 


Has Little Sympathy at Home. 
LoN DON, Sept. 28.— The Westminster 
Gazette sums up the official opinion of the 
incident resulting from the fining of Hugh 
Gurney by saying: 

“It geems desirable that gentlemen con- 
nected with the legations should keep on the 
safe side of local law when they use motor 
cars, but if perchance they transgress, the 
simplest, quietest plan is perhaps to waive 
their privilege and pay the fine.”

since the beginning of the summer the death 

rate has been so much higher than formerly 

that the health department now is thorough- 

ly alarmed, and is bending every effort to- 
ward checking the disease. 

When it is considered that the spread of 
typhoid last year was greater than it has 
been for many years the gravity of the pres- 
ent situation is indicated. 

For the three weeks just ended the total 
number of cases reported at the health de- 
partment was 441. The fatalities numbered 
seventy-four, or a death rate of nearly 20 
per cent. Last year during the worst month 
—that of October—the largest number of 
cases in New York was 324, and the highest 
death rate at any time during the year was 
13.4 per cent.

Small Amounts Involved. 


It is the understanding that the indictments 
were found upon two transactions, and that 
the amounts involved in each case were com- 
paratively small.

COURT AIDS DR. ZBIGLER, 


DECLARES M’VICKFR WITNESS IS 
UNFIT TO TESTIFY. 


Decision Is Reached After Stormy Scene 
at Hearing, During Which the Un- 
nerved Physician Weeps on Stand, 

and Threats and Accusations Cause 

Frequent Clashes—Attorney L. D. 
Condee on Himself a Severe 
Rebuke from Judge Cutting. 


Tears, threats, incriminations were min- 
gied in the MeVicker estate case before 
Judge Cutting yesterday. Attorney L. D. 
Candee.for Horace McVicker demanded of 
Dr. L. C. H. E. Zeigier if he did not know 
that be was a liar on the stand.“ The doc- 
tor in return accused Attorney L. D. Condee 
of “ villainy’ and was called a scoundrel.“ 
Frequently during the hearing the court 
threatened to punish both the witness and 
the attorney. Finally, after Dr. Zeigler was 
weeping, Judge Cutting dismissed the cita- 
tion without prejudice and ordered the phy- 
sicilan taken from the stand. 

A little later Attorney Elbert C. Ferguson, 
representing Mrs. Game, one of the heirs, 
asked to have the physician put back on the 
stand and explained that he did not propose to 
attack him, but wanted only to question him 
in regard to effects of Mrs. McVicker in Los 
Angeles. Judge Cutting refused the request, 
explaining that Dr. Zeigler was in no con- 
dition to testify about anything and that 
there was nothing before the court.

CITIZENS’ ANTI-CRIME COMMIT- 
TEE MAPS OUT ITS WORK. 


WI n Try to Abolish Justice System and 
ave Criminal Cases Heard by a 
‘ity Tribunal Such as Legislative 

Act of Two Years Ago Provided For 

—Report of What Has Been Done 

Since Last December to Be Pub- 

lished. 


Members of the citizens’ anti-crime com- 
mittee will try to reform Chicago's justice 
court system. They will seek toimprove the 
administration of.the criminal code in all its 
branches. but they will direct their efforts 
chiefly toward obteining for Chicago a city 
court, where there will be no onportunity for 
corruption, and criminals can be fined or 
held to the grand jury without tedious delay. 

All this was discussed yesterday at the first 
meeting of the committee since it took a va- 


in the Roanoke building and the members, 
several of whom lately had returned from 
summer resorts. sweltered in an atmosphere 
of 82 degrees. This did not make them less 
enthusiastic, but it made them hasten the 
work of the committee. 


Will Publish a Report. 


It was decided to prepare a report showing 
what the committee had done since its or- 
ganization last December. This report will 
be ready within ten days and will be pub- 
lished. H. H- Gross, Lester E. Lee, and Al- 
bert N. Eastman will prepare it. The report 
will show in detail what has been accom- 
plished along the lines of investigating the 
police department, criminal courts, justice 
courts, the bridewell, and criminal law. 

Regarding plans for the future, H. H. 
Gross said that the committee would con- 
tinue to keep after the police, the courts, and 
everything that needed investigating. 


H. H. Gross Outlines Plans. 

The committee, said he, will devote 
much of its time toward securing for Chi- 
cago the new city court provided for by act 
of the legislature two years ago. The pres- 
ent system of police and justice courts is 
obsolete and never was intended to prevail 
outside of rural districts. The present orim- 
inal department of the city is not equal to 
more than one-fourth the demands made 
upon it. There ought to be four times as 
many judges and four times as many attor- 
neys. 

Mr. Gross said that the committee was 
provided with funds for carrying on its 
work and that no doubt more money would 
be forthcoming from public spirited citizens 
when the present supply was exhausted. All 
the members of the committee were present 
except one. who was out of town.

United States Should Be 
Working for Peace. 


WORLD'S LAWYERS MEET. 


Universal Congress of Jurists 
Attended by Men from Four 
Continents, 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—For- 
mer Secretary of State John W. Foster op- 
the naval policy of the United States 
in his address before the first universal 
congress of lawyers and jurists, which con- 
vened here today. The subject of his ad- 
dress was “International Arbitration and 
The Hague Tribunal.“ Hesaid in part: 

“It has been reported in the press that 
the secretary of the navy has announced 
himeelf as in favor of a navy equal to the 
greatest navy in the world. I trust he has 
been misquoted. Our government should 
hold itself ready to enter into an agreement 
for international disarmament and not to 
the increase of the navy. ‘This country 
should hold itself to other and far more 
peaceful pursuits in the settlement of strife 
than to the making of implements of de- 


struction and death.” 


Eminent lawyers and jurists from nearly 
every nation in the world were present at to- 
day’s session. The great powers of Europe, 
as well as the maler states, China, Mexico, 
Canada, and the South American republics, 
were represented. 


» Brewer Opposes Philippine Polity. 

David J. Brewer, associate justice of the 
United States Supreme court, in his in- 
augural address as president of the congress, 
attacked the government's policy in the 
Philippines. 

“You can see twenty acres of Philippine 
life at the world's fair,“ he declared, but 
you cannot see a square rod of the constitu- 
tion.“ 

Judge Brewer had to stop five minytes after 
he said this and wait for the cheering to 
subside. There was more prolonged cheer- 
ing when he added: 

Perhaps it is because it has been judicial- 
ly declared there is no connection between 
the two.“ 

He had been bpeaking about the greatness 
of the work of the lawyer, which is potent 
though it could not be seen. Leading up 
to the Philippines and the constitution, he 
sald: 

“The purchase of Louisiana, which this 
great exposition commemorates, was not 
the result of conquest. It came not at the 
end of war. Not a gun was fired or a life 
lost. A lawyer, not a soldier, made the 
transfer. The glory of that transfer is one 
of the laurels of our profession.“ 


Bar Praises the President. 


The American Bar association concluded its 
annual meeting here today after disposing of 
many reports. 

Upon the motion of Ferdinand Shack of 
New York a resolution was adopted express- 
ing deep gratification at the steps recently 
taken by the Interparliamentary union 
toward the settlement of international con- 
troversies, and the announcement by the 
president of the United States of his inten- 
tion to comply with the request made to him 
by the Interparliamentary union that he in- 
vite the nations to a conference.

UNIQUE FIGURE IN LITERATURE 
DIES IN JAPAN. 


Was Born on an Island in the Ionian 
Sea, His Father an Irish Soldier and 
His Mother a Greek—Studied in Paris 
and Came to United States in Steer- 
age—Works on Voodooiam, and His 
Shert Stories Made Him Famous. 


YOKOHAMA, Sept: 28.—Lafcadio Nearn. 
the well known author, died at Tokio on 
Sept. 26, aged 54, of heart trouble. His 
funeral will take place on Sept. 30. General 
regret is expressed among the Japanese at 
the death of Mr. Hearn. He was a natural- 
ized subject of Japan and left a wife who was 


a Japanes¢. — 
Lafcadio Hearn was in som respects one of 
the most remarkable figures in Ame n 


literature. He was a transplanted Greek; an 
exotic in the barren wastes of the letters of 
this country, blossoming like the Mariposa 
lily, which shoots, solitary and beautiful, out 
of the desert sands. 

Born of an Irish soldier and a 
Greek gir! in one of the Ionian isles, he had in 
him some of the brave sublunary things of 
which poets are made, and he was compacted 
of the classicism of Hellas and the mys- 
terious east. 

Dven his birth was surrounded with ro- 
mance, for when the British soldier wooed 
the Grecian maid her brothers fell upon him 
in ambush and left him for dead, but the girl 
weaned him back to health and they were 
married. 

Young Hearn was born at Leucadia, Santa 
Maura, in the Grecian sek, and was taken 
back to England as a mall child. The par- 
ents separated and Laféadio fell to the care 
of two maiden aunts who designed him for 
the priesthood. He studied in Paris and early 
showed signs of great linguistic facility and 
a wonderful command of all modern lan-

so nearsighted that he couldn't see five feet 
beyond his nose. 

Hearn drifted south and in New Orleans 
he found congenial surroundings. There, in 
the most alien city of the United States, he 
lost himself in mysticism and the black art. 
He lived at the house -of’a voodoo queen 
black as your hat. 


Learns Mysteries of Voodooism. 

He was initiated into a secret society of 
devil worshipers who met at midnight on 
the banks of Ponchatrain and who there in- 
dulged in their native Congo rites. 

He studied the Congo dialect and folklore. 
He delved deep in all sorts of forbidden 
knowledge and lived a recluse’s life. 

Writing for the local press he introduced 
the American reading public for the first 
time to the masterpieces of Gautier, De 
Mau t, and other great French story 
tellers in English so nearly the counterpart 
in style of the origſhal that even the French 
were amazed. 

But his restlessness returned, and he was 
commissioned to search the West Indies for 
literary material. He made a long voyage 
and came back steeped in the magic of the 
islands. Two or three books he made of 
the knowledge thus acquired, and then the 
call of the east became too strong. He vis- 
ited Japan and never returned. 


His Life in Japan. 


Obtaining the position of professor of Eng- 
lish at the University of Tokio, he settled 
down, became a Japanese citizen, and lost 
himself thoroughly, save in the series of 
illuminating boaks on that people, their 
ideals, their literature and folklore. It is 
said that when he went there as a foreigner 
his salary was four times that of any other 
member of the faculty, but when he ook out 
citizenship the wily Japanese reduced his 
income 75 per cent, saying: Now that 
you are of us you are entitled only to Jap- 
anese wages.“ Book after book has ap- 
peared from his pen, and the Japanese admit 
that no foreigner but Hearn has ever gut 
80 close to the national spirit.

An Engineers Find Out 
Things That the French 
Failed to Learn. 


WILL NEED NO LOCKS.

John F. Wallace Speaks Before 
the Chicago Press Club of 
Work at Panama. 


„George Ehle, an American engineer, with 
a party of young college graduates, im four 
months has made discoveries about the Pan- 
ama canal which the French engineers failed 
to make in fifteen years. His information 
makes it possible to solve the baffling prob- 
lem of the Chagres river freshets by divert- 
ing the stream to the Pacific coast. It also 
releares $20,000,000 for excavating a sea level 
waterway.” 
Thie announcement of the engineering 
work thus far done by the United States 
Panama canal commission was made yester- 
day before the Press club by Chief Engineer 
John F. Wallace, who recently returned from 
the isthmus. 
Engineers Endure Hardships. 
“In their explorations, said the chief en- 
gineer, “‘ Resident Engineer George Ehle 
and his college lads endured hardships that 
it took American pluck to overcome. They 
spent four months in the tropical jungle 
tracing the course and source of the Chagres 
river, whose spring freshets, sometimes forty 
feet high, so far have proved an insupera- 
ble obstacle to a sea level canal project.“ 
By the use of data collected by the Ehle 
party Mr. Wallace said that it would be pos- 
sible to divert the Chagres from the Carib- 
bean slope to the Pacific side of the isthmus. 
This could be done at an approximate cost 
of $16,000,000, releasing $20,000,000 of the 
$36,000,000 destined for the construction of 
locks.

Fight for Senate Is Brisk. 

The chief candidates up to the present 
time are Sam Fessenden of Stamford and 
former Gov. Morgan G. Bulkeley of Hartford. 
‘Fessenden was the Connecticut member of 
the national committee for many years, and 
his hold on the republican machinery in the 
state is a strong one. 

Ex-Gov. Bulkeley achieved something of 
a national reputation beoause he held the 
office of governor for an additional term for 
which he was not elected.

Letter Traced by “The Tribune.” 

Tun CHICAGO TRIBUNE, continuing the in- 
quiry late Tuesday night and extending into 
the early morning Wednesday, learned by 
telephone from the Wisconsin editor, Hicks, 
that he had been given the clipping by his 
assistant, had believed it to be a genuine 
letter, and was informed and believed when 
he printed it that it came from the St. Paul 
Globe. The editor of the Globe promptly 
denied it had ever been published in his 
paper or any other paper in St. Paul. 

Obviously, therefore, the Evening Post. 
letter showing by its introduction that it was 
merely a fanciful production, and not intend- 
ed to deceive, had been transformed by the 
elimination of that introduction into the ap- 
pearance of a genuine letter full of danger, 
and an interesting inquiry yet remains to 
find out at exactly what point In its various 
republications the omission of the illuminat- 
ing introduction was first made. 


In New York Evening Post. 

In the meantime it is regrettable that the 
Evening Post is not as widely read as it 
should be, for then such a hoax could not 
have been perpetrated without detection 
either in New York or some other point in 
the Post’s field. It has remained, therefore, 
for that paper to make the discovery of the 
base usages to which its sarcastic effusion 
has been subjected, which it did yesterday 
in an editorial sent broadcast over the coun- 
try by especial correspondents, so that it 
would not be overlooked. 


Post Admits Authorship. ( 

The statement says: 

The Evening Post has long feared that it was 
not read as attentively in the White house as it 
should be, and today it gets conclusive evidence 
on the point. President Roosevelt is calling upon 
the district attorney of Chicago to discover and 
punish the authors of an absurd and impudent. 
forgery " of a letter purporting to have been writ- 
ten by him to Michael Donnelly.. —. — 

Now, the letter appeared as an editorial in the 
Evening Post of Aug. 1, and wap explicity stated 
to be a letter which the president “might have 
written with advantage to himself and the coun- 
try. In other words, it was confessedly an imag- 
inary letter written for the sake of bringing out 
certain truths in regard to the meat strike. The 
sentiments which we put into the mouth of the 
president seemed, «nd still seem, to us admirable, 
and we are naturally pained that he should re- 
pudiate them with such heat, 

We had no thought, of course, of being able. 
to make even a presentable imitation of the prest- 
dent's literary style, and as the article was at the 
time commented upon and reproduced extensively 
in the press we never dreamed of its ever com- 
ing to figure as a campaign forgery. 


Incident May Be Dropped. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—[Special.]— 
Whether or not malice was responsible for 
the mistake in republishing the Evening 
Post's labor letter” as genuine is a ques- 
tion which cannot be decided offhand, but 
the president is willing to give the propri-. 
etors of the papers involved the benefit of 
the doubt, and the legal officers of the gov- 
ernment have been instructed to stop fur- 
ther invéstigation. There will be no prose- 
cutions, but the New York Evening Post 
has been the subject of some harsh criticisms 
here today because of the bad judgment and 
poor taste which led to the production of 
such a letter, involving the taking of lib- 
erties with the president's name.

| LETTER OF MAROUISE DE PONTENOY

T is thanks to Emperor William that the 
jeweled insignia of the Order of the Gar- 
ter belonging to the late duke of Cam- 
bridge no longer figures in the shop win- 
dow of a bric-&-brac dealer at Homburg. 

When the old duke died last spring the ina- 
bility of his sons to come to an understand- 
ing about the allotment of his effects led to 
their being put up for auction. He had 
anticipated something of the kind, and in his 
will expressed the wish that steps might be 
taken at the sale to prevent certain more 
personal belongings, such as his jewelry, 
insignia of the Garter, etc., from falling into 
the hands of strangers. 

The king and queen and the prince and 
princess of Wales purchased quite a number 
of things in deference to this desire on the 
part of the duke, but failed to buy the in- 
signia of the Order of the Garter. In fact, 
the king and prince of Wales urged the 
duke's two sons, who had benefited largely 
by his will and virtually divided his consid- 
erable fortune between them, to pay the 
$6,000 at which the star was valued and thus 
to preserve it in the family. 

The Fitzgeorges failed to comply with this 
recommendation of the king, in spite of his 
having conferred upon each of them the 
honor of knighthood after their father’s 
death, not as his sons, but for the services 
which they had rendered to him as equerries 
in waiting. 

The star was accordingly bought by s 
broker, and passed through several hands 
until it came into the possession of a jeweler 
and bric-A-brac dealer at Homburg, who 
immediately placed it on exhibition in a shop 
window, with an intimation to the effect that 
it had belonged to the late duke of Cam- 
bridge. 

English people at Homburg were much 
mortified by this strange lack of respect for 
the wishes of the old duke, and it was not 
until the matter was brought to the attention 
the other day -of the kaiser by his sister, 
Princess Frederick Charles of Hesse, who 
lives near Homburg, that he paid the $6,000 
for the star and thus put an end to its use 
as an ornament and attraction for a shop 
winddw. 

— 

So much has been heard lately about the 
Salic law in connection with the birth of the 
infant prince of Piedmont, in Italy, where 
the existence of this particular law bars 
the princesses of the house of Savoy from 
the succession to the throne, that it may be 
of interest to explain that the Salic law isa 
relic of the sixth or seventh century, which 

‘was revamped in 1316 by Philip the Long of 
France. When his elder brother, Louls, lay 
dying, Philip, who was ambitious, got to- 
gether a number of his barons and recited 
to them the ancient law of the Sallan 
Franks to the effect that no portion of the 
really Salic (that is to say, French) land in 
the full territorial ownership of the head of 
the family should pass into the possession 
of women, but that it should belong alto- 
gether to the virile sex.’’ From this Philip 
argued that the law must also relate to the 
rulers of the land, and as woman could not 
own real property, of course she could not 
be qualified to own the kingdom. The coun- 
cil of barons and clergy agreed with Philip, 
and as there was no one of influence to dis- 
pute the decree, and Louls was in articulo 
mortis, it was accepted by France, or by so 
much of the latter as knew anything about 
what was going on.

F the many brave and disinterested 
men of foreign birth who helped the 
American colonies wrest their free- 
dom from Great Britain, the name of 
none shines 6o resplendently upon the 

pages of history as that of the doughty and 
‘imvineible sailor, John Paul Jones. John 
Paul was one of the flercest and most auda- 
cious fighters of naval history. The English, 
unable to forgive the smashing blows he 
dealt their commerce and naval prestige, 
still call him the pirate.“ Never, however, 
did he violate the laws of civilized warfare 
existing at the time of the revolution. He 
was as chivalrous as he was fearless, and as 
honorable as he was indomitable. The 
founder of American naval greatness, he has 
been well called “the Drake of the new 
world.” 

He was baptized at his birthplace in 
parish of Kirkbean, Kirkcudbright, Scotland, 
as John Paul. He assumed the name of Jones 
after coming to America. John Paul's child- 
hood was spent on the shores of southern 
Scotland. Here he acquired an almost pas- 
gionate love of the sea, which character- 
ized him through life. 
had been scanty, but he made a thorough 
study of seamanship and rapidly became a 
skillful sailor. He was first mate for awhile 
on a slaver. Having left the slave trade in 
disgust, he started from the West Indies for 
England as a passenger on the John O’Gaunt. 
The ship had proceeded but a short distance 
when yellow fever attacked those aboard and 
carried off the captain, mate, and all but five 
of the crew. John Paul took commandof the 
fever stricken brig, and brought it safely into 
port at Whitehaven. 


In 1773 John Paul succeeded, by the death 
of his brother William, to the proprietor- 
ship of the valuable Jones estate in Virginia, 
took hie brother’s adopted name of Jones, 
and for two years enjoyed the agreeable, un- 
eventful life of a country squire. He read, 
entertained lavishly, mingled with the first 
families of Virginia, became gentleman, 
scholar, and politician, as well as a master of 
the art of the sea. When the rupture between 
the colonies and the mother country came he 
was among the first to perceive and to point 
out to Washington, Jefferson, the Lees, and 
other revolutionary leaders the advantages 
that America would derive from having a 


formidable navy. He was disappointed at 


not being given a captaincy in the new na 
but cheerfully accepted a senior lieutena 
believing that time will make all th.n 
even.” In December, 1775, he hoisted over 
the ship Alfred-a flag on which appeared a 
rattlesnake coiled around a pine tree. It was 
the first American flag ever thrown ‘to the 
breeze. Two months later he started from 
the capes of the Delaware with the first 
American fleet ever afloat. In May he was 
made captain of the Providence. With this 
ship he cruised along the American coast, 
and in six weeks fought an indecisive battle 
with the British frigate Milford, destroyed 

eral small vessels, and tock sixteen valu- 
able prizes. Being made captain of the Al- 
fred, he went up the Atlantic coast as far as 
Canso, sunk a transport laden with provis- 
ions, captured a letter of ma witha 
rich cargo, and boldly took ps from 
the British coal fleet, which was directly 
under the guns of Louisburg. In June, 1777, 
when he assumed command of the Ranger, 
he raised the Stars and Stripes with his own 
hands.

sas crop,” and a St. Louls wire said 
the highest bid for hard wheat on the crop 
had failed to bring acceptances of a car. 

F. W. Commons of Commons & Co., Min- 
neapolis, who was on the floor yesterday, 
said: “ The spring wheat crop is much bet- 
ter than the promise of three weeks ago, 
marked improvement having been made in 
many sections. The millers are doing a t- 
‘tle businese, but they are not sold ahead 
the way they were last year. I think the 
crop will soon move freely, as prices are 
the highest since 1888." 


Broomhall confirmed rumors of drought 
in Australia and said shippers estimate the 
crop at 65 per cent of last year’s total of 
79,500,000 bu, the largest on record. The

RISH INL” ROAD STOCKS, 


VARIOUS REASONS GIVEN FOR 
THE ADVANCES SHOWN. 


Metropolitan Buying Dee to Belief in 
Increased Traffic from the New 
Franklin Street Terminal—Rumors 
of Possible Consolidations Also 
Help Market—Ontario and Western 
Stockholders Approve $12,000,000 
Mortgage Plan. 


There was a general rise in elevated rail- 
road stocks on the loca! exchange yesterday. 
Metropolitan, Northwestern, and Chicago 
and Oak Park shares attracted unexpected 
buying. While special causes operated, the 
general interest in the advance was due to 
the theory among traders that the consoll- 
dation of the Metropolitan with the North- 
western and Oak Park roads was a prob- 
ability. 

The Metropolitan will soon open its Frank- 
lin street terminal, and if the management 
is not disappointed there will be a consider- 
able increase in traffic. The buying of. the 
stock yesterday wag credited both to inter- 
ests in the company and persons who 
thought they could follow profitably the buy- 
ing of the well informed. 

In Northwestern L common the buying was 
much scattered, while the selling was more 
concentrated. The talk on the exchange was 
possible benefits to be developed in the con- 
solidation with the Oak Park, and, as indi- 
cated, the general idea of an ultimate con- 
solidation of all the elevated lines was in- 
fiuential. 

It could not be learned that there was any- 
thing definite so far in the talk of the Metro- 
politan being merged with the Northwestern. 
That such will eventually be the case no 
douht is entertained. Although a fine prop- 
erty, the Metropolitan hag been reorganized 
and still does not show a profit to its share- 
holders. Dividends had to be discontinued, 
and the principal owners find that after nine 
years of operation and expansion, they have 
a nondividend paying 
Northwestern Elevated has not paid a divi- 
dend, and the Oak Park is not earning fixed 
charges. A consolidation, which would re- 
duce operating expenses, would by so much 
increase the net earning power of the three 
Unes. This is one basis for the suggestion 
ot a merger. But the entire trend at this 
time in the local street railroad situation is 
toward unification, and as this idea becomes 
more fixed its accomplishment will be more 
easily brought about.

NEWS OF RATLWATS. 


Reports, Disbelieved in Chicago, Arise 
Out of a Conference of High Officials 
in Philadelphia—Basis for Settie-

_ Conference Is Basis for Rumors,

of the Pennsyiventa, at which were present 
W. P. Clough, fourth vice’ president and 
generel counsel of the Northern Securities 
and a director of the Burlington and North- 
ern Pacific, and M. D. Grover of St. Paul, 
a director of the Great Northern. Mr. Hill 
is said to have admitted that his visit was 
on business, but none of the party would 
say what subject was discussed.
